NEW DUCK SHOOTING 
RULES ARK ANNOUNCED 


THE ELBA CLIPPE

MONTGOMERY, Ala,—Alabama 
duck hunters will have 15 extra 
days to shoot this year and they 
will not have to wait until 7 a.m. 
to begin firing, according to new 
Federal migratory bird hunting 
regulations received by the State 
Conservation Department, The 
season in Alabama has been ex- 
tended from 45 to 60 days, open- 
ing November 2 and closing De- 
cember $1, and shooting can be- 
®in at sunrise, Gradual inerease 
in duck population throughout the 
continent was given as the reason 
for liberalizing the duck hunting: 
laws, Possession of ducks is also 
permitted for 20 days after close 
of season instead of only 10 days. 

The dove hunting season in 
North Alabama will open 15 days 
later this year, with U, 8. High- 
way No, 80 remaining as the di- 
viding line. North of this high- 
way there is a gplit season on 


doves as follows: October 1 to|_ 


October 31, and December 20 to 
January 31, 

In South Alabama the dove sea- 
Son is November 20 to January 31, 
The dove bag limit was reduced 
from 15 to 12 a day or in pos- 
session, 

It is expected that the new Fed- 
eral regulations will be approved 
by the Alabama Conservation Ad- 
visory Board at an early date, ac- 
cording to Dr, Walter B, Jones, 
conservation director, Open sea- 
sons and other regulations for res- 
ident game birds and animals for 
the 1940-41 season have not been 
completed, but will be announced 
s00n, Dr. Jones said. In brief, the 
hew migratory regulations are: 

Ducks, geese, coot and snipe, 
November 2 to December 31, Duck 
bag limit, 10 a day and not more 
than 3 each or 3 in aggregate of 
bufflehead, ruddy duck, canvas- 
backs and vedheads, Geese, 3 a 
day. Shooting for ducks, geese 
and coot, sunrise to 4 p.m. Snipe 
may be taken from sunrise to sun- 
Set, Coot bag limit, 25 a day, 
cne day's possession, Rails and 
gallinules, November 20 to De- 
cember 31; 15 a day, one day’s 
Fossession, Doves, north of High- 
way 80, October 1-October 31, and 
December 20-January 31, South 
of Highway 80, November 20-Jan- 
uary 31, Daily bag limit, 12 a day, 
Hunting from sunrise to sunset. 
Baiting fields prohibited, Wood 
duck, season remains closed, 


MOTORISTS PAID AVEKAGE OF 
$59.68 IN STATE TAXES IN 1939 

Alabama motorists paid an ay- 
erage of $59.68 in automotive tax- 
es to the State in 1939, according 
to statistics just released by the 
U. S. Public Roads Administration, 
Of that ‘amount, $44.48 represent- 
ed State gasoline taxes and $15.20 
consisted of registration, driver li- 
cense and other fees, Besides the 
State taxes, Alabama motorists 
also paid local and federal gasoline 
end other federal automotive tax- 
es which averaged about $18 per 
vehicle. 

In 1940, the Federal Revenue 
Act increased and extended for five 
years the federal automotive levies, 
which were enacted in 1982 as 
“temporary” levies. The increased 
rates of the federal taxes will cost 
motorists an estimated average of 
$4 annually, pushing the burden 
of federal and local taxation to 
$22 per vehicle, 

Commenting on the tax burden 
of motor vehicle owners, as reveal- 
ed by the report of tne federal 
agency, Earl M, Hearne, secretary 
of the Alabama Petroleum Indus- 
tries Committee, said that the time 
has come for consideration of tax 
relief for the motorists of this 
State who are subjected to triple 
and quadruple taxation by State, 
federal, city and county govern- 
ments, 

Studies by the U. S. Department 
of Commerce indicate that a ma- 
jority of the motorists of this 
State have incomes of less than 
$30 a week. For that reason they 
have no great ability to pay an 
overall tax burden on their motor 
vehicles that absorbs one or two 
week's wages each year,

PRAISING GOD FOR HIS 
BLESSINGS 


T—Psalm 103:1-5, 10-18. 

EXT—Bless the Lord, O 
my soul, and forget not all his benefits, 
—Psalm 103;2, 


We live in difficult and confusing 
days with much on every hand to dis- 
courage us. We look about us in 
vain for any encouraging sign, The 
result is that unless we exercise 
care the temptation will overtake us 
who are Christians to fall into the 
bitter, complaining attitude of the 
world, forgetting the benefits which 
God has bestowed upon us, forget- 
ting His merey and grace, and, in 
this hour of trial, telling the world 
by our life, if not by our lips, that 
we have lost our faith in God. 

It is easy to praise God when all 
goes well, when we see His bless- 
ing upon us; but the Christian 
should recognize that praise is a 
vital part of his daily fellowship with 
God, an expression of his apprecia- 
tion of all that God is and does for 
him. Psalm 103 has in all genera- 
tions been a favorite of Christian 
people when passing through deep 
waters and flery trials, 

I. Praise for Personal Blessings 
(vv, 1-5), 

Our relationship to God is a per- 
sonal one, and His blessings are per- 
sonal. Praise also is a personal 
soul exercise to which we need often 
to stir ourselves. We need to call 
on “‘all that is within’ us to bless 
and praise the Lord, 

“Forget not'’’—how prone we are 
to do that very thing, We remem- 
ber the things we Ought to forget 
and forget the things we ought to 
Temember, We have become so ac- 
customed to the many blessings of 
God that we accept them as a mat- 
ter of course, 

Note that the chief of all bless- 
ings is the forgiveness of sin (v. 3), 
The spiritual is far more important 
than the physical, but that too is in- 
cluded. Only God can heal our dis- 
eases, whether by means or by di- 
rect intervention. He also meets 
with true satisfaction every right 
and normal desire of man, whether 
it be physical, social, mental or 
spiritual. That calls for praise from 
the depths of our beings. 


Il. Praise for Forgiveness of Sin 
(vv. 10-14), 

We may “put on a front’ when 
we deal with our fellow men, but 
there is no use in thus trying to 
fool God. He knows us for what 
we are—"'frail children of dust, and 
feeble as frail.’ We are not able to 
meet our own little problems; how 
Can we do anything with the sin 
question? 

The mercy of God, high as the 
heavens, is revealed nowhere in 
such overflowing measure as in His 
dealing with the sins of ‘‘them that 
fear him" (vy. 13), For them He has 
the pity of a father, but He has 
more, for He has the authority and 
power to cast our sins as far from 
us as the east is from the west, 
and how far that is no one knows, 

Observe that His mercy is only 
for ‘them that fear Him.’’ “God 
resisteth the proud, but giveth grace 
unto the humble’ (James 4:6, I 
Pet. 5:6, 7). Whosoever will may 
come and receive of Him abundant 
pardon. Why not come now?

Ill. Praise for Everlasting Loving- 
kindness (yy. 15-18), 


Man and everything that man 
makes or does |s transient, and will 
one day pass away. What a fool 
that man is who lives only for the 
things of this world which are des- 
tined to wither like the grass! How 
tragic to come into eternity and to 
face God empty handed and con- 
demned for one’s own selfishness 
and folly, when He js willing to show 
unto us that ‘loving-kindness’ which 
is not only for this life, but also for 
the life that is to come. 


Aa we praise God for this great 
and blessed gift, shall we not be 
moved to go out and seek to win 
others to Him? 


Ii; closing this brief atudy of the 
One Hundred Third Psalm may we 
again suggest that in these bitter 
days which so sorely try the hearts 
of men, we lift our souls up to a 
high spiritual plane by praising 
God. When Hardley Page was mak. 
ing a flight through the Orient a 
large rat was attracted by the smell 
of food and entered into the air. 
plane. Later, when Mr. Page was 
in mid-air over a mountainous coun. 
try where he could not land, he sud: 
denly heard the sound of gnawing 
behind him, He knew that the ral 
might so damage his plane as to 
Cause disaster, Then he remem. 
bered that a rat is not made for 
high altitudes. So he began to soar. 
Soon the gnawing ceased and hours 
later when his machine landed he 
found the rat lying dead beneath the 
engine, It is a blessed truth that 
Satan cannot endure the high alti. 
tudes of praise. He quickly departs 
from the soul whom he finds re.

Text of the telegram sent and 
Signed by all of the Southern Farm 
sureau presidents in attendance at 
the meeting follows:

security necessary to national de- 
fense and protect farmers against 
malad justments due to war, Farm- 
ers disappointed that their friends 
have failed to use program to 
maximum efficiency. Unless rate 
is raised cotton farmers income 
from cotton and cotton seed will 
probably be lowest in seven years, 
We most earnestly urge reconsid- 
eration of entire matter in order 
that our gains of last seven years 
mé@y be maintained, We recom- 
mend rate be raised as recommend- 
ed to you recently by President 
Edward A. O'Neal of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau’ Federation and 
Supported by 28 Senators from 14 
cotton producing states to mini- 
mum of 65 per cent of parity 
which will add about one hundred 
million dollars to cotton farmers 
income at a cost to Government 
of one-fourth to one-fifth the gain 
to producers, In addition we 
Strongly urge adequate allocation 
of funds for exports Subsidy for 
cotton. With foreign competitors 
under cutting our price by fully 
two cents and exports already 
greatly reduced it is imperative 
that we retain our fair share of 
remaining export outlets, Industry 
with profits guaranteed on war 
contracts is to be allowed past 
earnings no matter how high as 
Starting point for excess profits. 
Labor gets time and half for over- 
time and complete assurance that 
Bains of recent years will be pro- 
tected. We know from experience 
in the last world war that both 
industry and labor stand to profit
